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VBT woman 
dies trying to

The lifeless body of Karen Drotar, 66, of 
Van Buren Township was pulled by police 
from a large drainage pipe where she had 
fallen face-first, apparently in an attempt to 
rescue some baby ducklings. 

On Monday at about 10:50 a.m., police 
were called to the pond with a large culvert 
tube in the 8000 block of Ironwood. She 
was found with her legs sticking out of the 
drain pipe. 

“This is very tragic,” said Van Buren 
Township Police Chief Jason Wright. 
“Very tragic, sad, and unfortunate.” 

Drotar lived in the neighborhood. Chief 
Wright said her body was turned over to 
the Wayne County Medical Examiner to 
determine the cause of death. Chief Wright 
said no foul play is suspected. 

He said VBT Animal Control Officer Bob 
Queener got the ducklings out of the pipe.

He was having his dream come true with 
Kids Wish Network, a children’s charity 
that grants wishes for kids with life- 
threatening illnesses. 

Alexander has Chiari malformation, a 
structural defect of the skull that causes the 
bottom portion of the brain tissue to extend 
into the spinal canal. He also has additional 


conditions including craniocervical 
instability, platybasia and Ehlers-Danlos 
syndrome. 


One of the highlights for Alex was his 
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dolphin encounter at Dolphins Plus Marine 
Mammal Responder in Key Largo. He 
entered a natural ocean-water lagoon 
having one-on-one interaction with his 
new dolphin friend Alfonz. Alexander 
connected with the dolphin spending lots 
of time together playing catch, signaling 
him to perform tricks, petting Alfonz 
and giving him hugs and kisses. He also 
enjoyed a dorsal tow ride by two dolphins. 

As a special memento, Alexander was 
presented with a shirt and the stuffed 
animal of his choice — he chose a dolphin. 

“My favorite part was seeing his face and 
how happy he was with the dolphins,” said 
his mom Andrea Sherwood. “He fell in 
love with them. Everyone went above and 
beyond for Alexander, and the experience 
is something he’ll never forget.” 

Robbie’s Marina of Islamorada offered 
the family options for a tropical touring 
adventure, and they explored the area’s 
turquoise waters with a water sports 
activity. They also enjoyed luxurious 


accommodations at the oceanfront Islander 
Resort, Mile Marker 82 in Islamorada. 
They were welcomed with a basket filled 
with gifts. They also dined in at Jimmy 
Buffet’s Margaritaville Key West, Lorelei 
Restaurant & Cabana Bar in Islamorada, 
and were invited to Hungry Tarpon in 
Islamorada.

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The Suburban Mobility Authority for Regional Transport (SMART) dedicated a new passenger bus to the Charter Township of Van Buren with a ribbon-cutting ceremony July 16 
at the September Days Senior Center to help provide transportation to seniors and the disabled living in the township. VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara cut the ribbon. The new, 
29-foot 2019 Eldorado Elite 290 passenger bus replaces a current aging vehicle, which holds 22 passengers. Many of the seniors and disabled in the area rely on this service as their 
only means of transportation. With this service, they are able to make shopping trips, day trips, and make it to their medical appointments. The service is able to transport residents, 
50 years and older or the disabled, on a first-come first-serve basis, but doesn’t charge a fare. The township gets the new bus for seven years without charge, except for maintenance

VBT board approves purchase of new time-keeping system

After a visit from the U.S. Department 
of Labor following a whistle-blower’s 
complaint, the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees agreed to tighten up the 
township’s oversight of time-keeping for 
hourly employees. 

At the board’s workshop session on July 
15 and its regular meeting on July 16, board 
members discussed the situation and on 
July 16 voted unanimously to pay $45,151 
to install a Kronos system. 

They also will pay an annual hosting fee 
of $2,500. 

“It’s unfortunate we have to have Big 
Brother tell us every step we must take ... 
there are cameras everywhere,” said Trustee 
Sherry Frazier. “Unfortunately, it’s a part of 
modern society. 

“T understand we owe the employees for a 
considerable amount of labor,” said Trustee 
Frazier. 

“Didn’t happen,” said Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara, explaining employees were 
punching in whenever, but starting work at 
7:30. “If it’s more than seven minutes early, 
we have to pay them. 

“The union’s not happy. We’re not happy. 
But we have to follow the U.S. government 
timeclock rule,” McNamara said. He added 
there is a fine of $1,000 per person, per 
occurrence for violations, if they punch in 
eight minutes early instead of seven. “It’s 
our job to enforce that rule.” 

Human Resources Director Nicole 
Sumpter said employees will not be able to 
punch in early with the new system. 

McNamara said Trustee Kevin Martin 
was asked to look into a new system and he 
suggested Kronos, since that is what is used 


successfully at his work. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said once they 
notified employees they could no longer 
punch in early, a couple didn’t comply. 
They were spoken to and now they comply. 
She said there was a demonstration and it’s 
a whole lot easier. 

“We weren’t at odds with the unions,” 
McNamara said. 

Clerk Leon Wright agreed that they weren’t 
at odds with AFSCME but one union was 
not verified by punching in and out. They 
work 12 hours, but weren’t in compliance 
with federal law, he said. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said Kronos is 
nationally known. She asked when it would 
go into effect and Director Sumpter said she 
didn’t know yet. 

Sumpter said there will be eight 
timeclocks with battery backups, including 
one in the Van Buren Park polebarn and in 
the two fire halls, police department, water/ 
sewer, township, and parks and recreation. 
And, there will be three days of mandatory 
training for everyone. 

Carol Towles, who handles payroll, said 
she is sold on it. “All the questions will be 
answered before it comes to me and I won’t 
have to hunt up the director and question it.” 

“It will streamline our payroll,’ said 
Trustee Miller. “It’s not Big Brother 
watching, but a more efficient way of doing 
business.” 

Trustee Paul White asked how it would 
work and Sumpter said there are flags in the 
system that notifies the director if someone 
signs in early or late. She said it also asks if 
the employee took the required 30-minute 
lunch and if the employee didn’t, there has 
to be approval by the director. 

In other business at the 49-minute meeting 


on July 16, the board: 

e Approved an agreement with the Local 
Development Finance Authority (LDFA) to 
advance funds for upcoming Visteon bond 
repayment. Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
said by federal law when the LDFA can’t 
pay, “it has to be the first bill we pay ... This is 
protecting VBT residents” because it agrees 
the LDFA will repay the township money 
with interest. Trustee Sherry Frazier said, 
“The public needs to know we’re fighting 
Visteon and will go to court.” Supervisor 
McNamara said the township can’t file suit 
again until after the first shortfall, which is 
Oct. 1. Treasurer Budd said deputy treasurer 
Sean Bellingham said this year’s shortfall 
will be $618,711. It is estimated roughly 
$20 million totally is owed on the bonds; 

e Approved LDFA bylaw revisions, as 
recommended by the LDFA to comply 
with new state changes. McNamara said 
he asked former Director Ron Akers to 
review the bylaws to make sure they were 
absolutely perfect because, “We’ll probably 
be walking into a courtroom within the next 
couple of months.” He said he would like 
to be the spokesperson for the LDFA and is 
getting a legal opinion; 

e After a public hearing with no comments, 
approved a resolution to transfer $76,581 
in 2018 federal Community Development 
Block Grant funds from Public Facilities 
activity to Demolition activity. The $76,581 
had been programmed to be set aside and 
added to more expected funds in 2019 and 
2020 for replacing a pavilion at Van Buren 
Park, but CDBG rules have changed and 
that money needs to be used by the end of 
the county’s fiscal year, Sept. 31. Director 
Best provided a list of seven buildings all 
ready for demolition. The cost will be put 


as a lien on each property and will be repaid 
when the property changes hands; 

e Approved a resolution to be responsible 
for maintenance of the new water main 
in the Wayne County right of way when 
Romulus water service is installed for the 
VBT home at 35591 Price Rd. This service 
was approved by the board in May for a 
family with two special needs children 
whose well had failed. The township has 
no water service in that area. The county 
is requiring this from the township so the 
contractor can proceed; 

e Heard Trustee Frazier say she is 
disappointed the board delayed putting the 
Communications Director position on the 
agenda and she looks forward to any changes 
suggested by those who delayed it so it can 
be on the next agenda. She also said they 
haven’t posted the position of planning and 
economic development directors and there 
is no department so important. She said they 
need to get that posted ASAP. Frazier noted 
Ron Akers gave notice and his last day was 
July 10. “Today is July 16,” she pointed out; 

e Heard Trustee White agree with Frazier. 
“Our cable department has basically shut 
down,” White said. “One employee was 
terminated, one walked out the door. Now 
high school students are running it.” He 
said it is worse with Ron Akers. “We knew 
a month ago that he was leaving and there 
is no posting,’ White said, adding, the 
planning for this township is inadequate. 
Treasurer Budd said White doesn’t need 
to criticize the township and she made 
a motion to adjourn before White was 
finished speaking. McNamara adjourned 
the meeting.

The court trials of 
the two accused brought forth tales of the 
utmost cruelty by those entrusted with the 
little girl’s well-being. 

Details of this new event are still being 
worked out.

I did confirm that, 
but urged her to call her police department 
so they could confirm it was a scam and also 
to call Social Security to ask them about it.

It’s so unsettling for senior citizens to get 
such information on their phones. I’m glad 
people are sharing their experiences with 
us and we can share it with others. Makes 
them think twice about whether this can be 
a scam.

Richard Vandervoort, my BHS classmate 
who grew up in Sumpter and now lives in 
the Phillipines, sent me some information 
on another scam that I think we should pass 
along. It has to do with credit or debit card 
purchases. 

It seems some cashiers are adding “cash 
back” of $20 to the total and then keeping 
the extra money or passing it on to a friend, 
so he or she doesn’t get caught. 

To divert this scam, it’s important to 
ask for a receipt, if it’s not offered, and to 
LOOK at the receipt to make sure that cash 
isn’t being taken out if you didn’t ask for it. 

Cashiers will blame it on this or that if 
caught by the customer, but you can make 
them delete that cash-back order or delete 
everything and rescan your purchase to 
make the total come out right.

Group 
members believe this research will provide 
them the opportunity to build on their 
neighbor’s experiences and implement 
best practices in London Township. 

The London Township Board of Trustees 
is supporting this grass-roots effort and 
working with the residents to identify 
potential municipal water sources. 
The Township has contracted Mannik

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Smith Group to complete a Preliminary 
Engineering Report. When complete, the 
report will provide the community with 
details regarding a variety of topics. The 
report will include a recommended water 
source, maps of proposed distributions 
systems, and associated costs. It will 
take several months to finalize, but when 
complete, the residents will have a clear 
understanding of a proposed plan and 
associated financial obligations. 

One resident commented, “We purchased 
our home thinking it had well water, 
as advertised in the listing. We very 
soon found out that the well had never 
been connected to the house. Neighbors 
informed us that many of their wells had 
gone dry, that before they went dry the 
quality was so poor that it was undrinkable 
and ruined appliances. 

I only know of one neighbor who still 
uses a well. We were advised not to 
connect the well to use the water. We did 
have a cistern and quickly had to find a 
water hauler. It started out at $40 every 
3 weeks. Quickly increased to $60 while 
we had 2 haulers quit in just a couple of 
years. For our water security we paid $800 
for our own trailer and started hauling 500 
gallons every 4 days. With our first winter 
it became clear that our small, paid-off 
truck couldn’t handle the task so we had to 
purchase a new, reliable and bigger truck. 
One time we ran out of water, burning up 
the pump, which we had to replace. 

Expense after expense all because we 
don’t have easy access to safe water. Then 
to add insult to injury, on the return trip 
hauling water on fresh gravel we had to go 
to the edge of the road to avoid two very 
large pieces of farm equipment that weren’t 
stopping. The gravel on the edge gave 
way and our trailer ended up in the ditch, 
twisting the hitch, putting a major dent in 
the tank, but at least my husband and the 
truck were ok. Then we started looking 
again at commercial haulers and found that 
the price has gone up to $70 per load (for 
us 1,500 gallons). Looking forward, this is 
our forever home and as we get older, we 
need the security of readily available safe 
water!” 

Supervisor Gary Taepke points out, 
“London Township has some of the worst 
well water in Southeast Michigan, with

Tony Keith Duncan, 50, was arrested 
at his home in Van Buren Township on 
July 16 on an outstanding warrant for 
possession of crack cocaine, less than 25 
grams, on Feb. 27.

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Local residents suffer with massive 
power outages as temps soar 


As of Tuesday morning, some tri-community 
residents had been without electrical power 
for five days since storms and winds disrupted 
electrical lines beginning on Friday. 

Some 600,000 businesses and residents 
in Southeastern Michigan lost power since 
Friday, when the mass outages began. That 
number was down to 91,000 on Tuesday 
morning. DTE plans to have all power 
restored by the end of the day on Wednesday. 

The temperatures were in the 90s some 
days, making the loss of electricity harder 
to take. Over the week end the temperatures 
dropped, which helped somewhat. 

On Friday there was a live wire in the 
parking area in front of an apartment complex 
in the 400 block of North Liberty Street in 
the City of Belleville. DTE said it was from 
a lightning strike. There also was a reported 
lightning strike of the flag pole at Five Points 
with no damage. 

Ahouse on Harris Road between Martinsville 
and Savage in Sumpter Township reportedly 
was struck by lightning and burned. The 
family and pets made it out without injury. 

Residents along South Street in Belleville 
were without power until Tuesday morning. 


On Tuesday morning the DTE outage 
map showed electrical power outages at 17 
scattered locations in Van Buren Township, 
each with 100 or fewer residents. 

More than 650 residents were without 
power along Savage Road in Van Buren 
Township and in Sumpter Township, 
Rawsonville Woods and locations north 
along Rawsonville Road were without 
power. The southeastern sector of Sumpter 
Township, running into Huron Township, 
also was without power Tuesday morning. 

DTE said about 2,000 workers, 1,100 from 
DTE and about 900 from elsewhere, have 
been working staggered, 16-hour shifts since 
the storms hit. Most of the outages relate to 
tree-damaged power lines. 

At a press conference Monday at DTE 
headquarters in downtown Detroit, Heather 
Rivard, senior vice president of electric 
distribution for DTE, called the mass outages 
“unacceptable.” 

Those who have been without power for 
120 hours or more may be eligible for a $25 
reliability credit, said DTE. Those claims 
can be made through its website. Consumers 
Energy customers can do the same.
